With an esti 
mated personnel of 212 men to a 
project camp, the total of unem- 
ployed men to be given employ- 
ment on the forestry work so far 
awarded is now increased to 2,544, 

Col, Bunker's only information 
regarding the additional alloca- 
tions, up to a late hour last night, 
had been through the press. It is 
p esumed, however, that official no- 
t fication will come direct to him 
from Washington, D. C., some 
t me today, 

The eight new projects embrace 
forestry work in 10 counties, thar 
located mainly in Escambia includ- 
ing most of that county and a part 
of Conecuh, The one in Monroe 
will extend into Wilcox. 

Because of the fact that fores- 
try camp sites are selected by U. 
S. Army officers, Col, Bunker last 
night was able to furnish in- 
formation only as to the approxi- 
rate location of the camps, as 
follows: 

Bseambia, near Brewton, 

Monroe, somewhere in the north- 
eyn part of the county. 

Tuscaloosa, somewhere north of 
the town of Holt. 

Washington, near Chatom, 

Baldwin, Southeast of Bay Mi- 
nettle, 

Clarke, north of Jackson in the 
western part of the county. 

Jefferson, fairly close to 
west of Bessemer. 

Geneva, in Geneve State Park, 
in Western part of the county, 

Work to be done will include 
various protective improvements, 
construction of truck roads and 
trails, building of telephone lines 
and observation towers, improve- 
ment, cutting, thinning of growth 
where it is too thick, planting, and 
construction of fire-breaks.

$50,000,000 Loan For China| 
To Buy U. S. Cotton, Wheat} 


WASHINGTON, June 5,——-Un- 
dey President Roosevelt's direction, 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration has arranged a $50,000,000 
loan to China to buy American 
cotton and wheat, a significant step 
jin the campaign for the foreign 
farm market, The deal, calculat- 
ed to lift a big share of the coun- 
try’s cotton curplus, concluded the 
recent conferences between Roose- 
velt and Chinese representatives. 
It will make possible at present 
prices the Chinese purchase of 
/900,000 bales of cotton and 12,- 
500,000 bushels of wheat, 

This will put a big dent in the 
estimated cotton carry-ove of 18,- 
000,000 bales, and is less vital to 
wheat, since the world carry-over 
is over 360,000,000 bushels.

Honey Bees Bring 
$250,000 To Alabama 


Alabama bee producers have 
this Spring shipped 700,000,000 
bees to the northern states and 
Canada and for them have received 
about $250,000. 

Thomas Atchison, Department of 
Agriculture Apiary Inspector, re- 
ports 250,000 queen bees and 60,- 
000 two- and three-pound package 
of bees shipped. This is a 25 per 
cent increase over any previous 
year, 

Mr. Atchison estimates that the 
60,000 packages of bees contained 
about 140,000 pounds of bees and 
that there are 5,000 bees to the 
pound, which makes approximately 
700,000,000 bees in the total ship- 
ment from the State.

Those of us who are past middle

In all elections upon 
such proposed amendments, 
the votes cast thereat shall be 
canvassed tabulated and re- 
turns thereof be made to the 
Secretary of State, and counted, 
in the same manner as in elec- 
tions for representatives in the 
legislature; and if it shall 
thereupon appear that a major- 
{ty@of the qualified ,slectors 
who voted at such election 
upon the proposed amendments 
voted in favor of the same, 
auch amendments shall be valid 
to all intents and purposes as 
parts of this Constitution. The 
result of such election shall be 
made known by proclamation 
of the Governor. Representa- 
tion in the legislature shall be 
based upon population, and 
such basis of representation 
shall not be changed by consti- 
tutional amendments. 

I further direct and proclaim 
that notice of the election upon the 
above set forth amendment to tue 
Constitution of Alabama, be given 
by publishing the same once a 
week for eight successive weeks 
next preceding the 18th day oi 
July, 1933, in each County of the 
State of Alabama in a newspaper 
published in said County. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have 
hereunto set my hand and have 
caused the Great Seal of the State 
to be affixed at the Capitol, in the 
Oity of Montgomery, on this the 
ard day of May, 1933.

In All 


MONTGOMERY, June 10,—On 
the basis of information received 
last night from Washington, D,. C., 
that Alabama’s share of road funds 
provided in the Administration 
Public Works bill will be more 
than eight and a half million dol- 
lars, the amount this State will ac» 
tually receive for highway build- 


ing promises to top $12,800,000, | 


with the matching of Federal aid 
money already available. 

The bill had already been amend- 
ed so as to permit funds alloeated 
to States under its provisions to 
he used for matching Federal aid 
for highways regularly available 
and due the respective States. Sen- 
ator Black’s amendment 
makes it possible to match the re- 


mainder of the highway flood re- | 


lief appropriation of 1929, still 
due to Alabama, 

It appears, therefore, that all 
Wederal aid now due this State will 
be matechable with Public Works 
Bill funds, when the bill becomes 
This Federal aid due Ala- 
bama consists of $8,200,000 of 
funds regularly available for high- 
ways, and flood relief funds total- 
ing $1,100,000; or a total amount 
of $4,800,000. 

This amount, if added, through 
matching, to the $8,500,000 to be 
allocated this State under the Pub- 
lie Works Bill, would bring the 
total of funds for road work in 
Alabama up to $12,800,000, 

Some time ago, President Roose- 
velt placed a temporary ban on the 
matching of Federal aid money, 
but as the Publie Works Bill, as 
amended, carries the matching 
privilege, it is believed the Chief 
Ixeeutive when he approyes the 
bill, will rescind his executive or- 
der through which such matching 
Was temporarily suspended,
